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Final Rejection 

The Status of Claims 

Claims 1-2 are pending. 
Claims 1-2 have been rejected. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Thee rejection of Claim 1 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph has been 

maintained due to applicants' failure to modify the claim in the amendment. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

The rejection of Claims 1-2 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
clearly Ender (U.S. 3,91 1,1 17) has been withdrawn due to the modification made 
in the amendment. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC 103 

1 . Applicants' argument filed 1 0/26/04 have been fully considered but are not 
persuasive. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described 
as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to 
be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been 
obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which 
said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 
invention was made. 

The rejection of Claims 1-2 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Kirschner et al (U.S. 6.352. 713). 

The rejection of Claims I-2 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Kirschner et al (U.S. 6,352,713) is maintained for the reasons of the record 
on 7/22/04. 

Applicants' Argument 
Applicants argue the following issues: 

a. Kirschner et al relates to prenatal supplementation to pregnant women; 
it merely mentions the complex composition of many materials including 
vitamins, minerals, and etc; furthermore, in every single example, the pH 
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is at lest 5.5 although the pH in the specification may range from 5.5 to 9.5 
; therefore, this ambiguous reference can not be used for the obvious 
type rejection. 

Applicants' arguments have been noted, but the arguments are not persuasive. 

First, regarding the first argument , the Examiner has noted applicants' 
arguments. However, regardless of showing the neutral complex of an essental 
trace element and a dicarboxylic alpha amino acid in the examples, the 
Kirschner et al does describe the method for providing the prenatal nutritional 
supplement containing ferrous glutamate (see col. 12 .lines 9-10) to pregnant 
women. Furthermore, the composition contains Fe present in an amount of from 
10 mg to 200 mg (see col. 12 .lines 14-15). Moreover, the composition can be 
used as the animal feed(see col. 8 .lines 65-66). 

Furthermore, applicants have admitted that the Kirschner's et al pH in the 
specification may range from 5.5 to 9.5 , which includes the applicants' pH 
although that pH limitation is not claimed in the actual claim. Therefore, from 
the above, on the contrary to applicants' argument, the Kirschner et al is relevant 
to the claimed invention.
